HE 28th of laft Month a Detachment of Im- 
erialifts and» Piemontois commanded by 
Monfieur de’ attack’d Chaumont 
near Suze.on the, Edge of Dauphiney, 2 
Hours before day.. The place was defended 
a by sco French Foot joyn'd by fome Pea- 
fants, who were advertis'd of the approach of the Al- 
lies by a ‘the firft Onfet the Enemy acquit- 
ted themfelves very couragioufly, and made a great Fire 


upon the Affailants; but finding themfelves hard prefs'd | 


they quitted the Place and fled: 50 of them were kill'd 
and 57 taken Prifoners, with 3 Officers ; of the Imperi- 
alifts 20 were loft,and of the Piemontois 4 Officers were 
kill'd with 14 Grenadiers and 24 Soldiers... Our Men 
illag’d the Town, of Forrage the 
French had Jaid up there, but 800 Sacks of Meal and 
fome Ammunitions thet were found in it were carried 
to Suze, and the Prifoners to Avigliana. The Confuls 
and other Officers of Chaumont were conducted to Suza, 
as Hoftages for 6000 Livres Contribution which the In- 
habitants have served to furnifh. The 31ft arriv’d a 
Courier ; difpatch’d from Lansbourg in Savoy by Mon- 
fieur de Blagnac, with the News of his having furpriz’d 
and taken 2 Troops of French Dragoons in that Place, 
whofe Standards he has fent hither; By this Courier we 
learn further, that Monfieur de Blagnac is march’d to- 
wards Trumignone with intent to furprize 2 other 
Troops in that Place; and that 2 Regiments of the 
Forces of the Dutchy of Aofte are in motion towards St. 
Michel to endeavour to fusround and take fome of the 
Enemies Infantry. The Proteftants of the Valley of 
Lucerne are fortifying and fecuring laPeroufe by build- 
ing 2 Forts on each fide che River Chizon, and his Roy- 
sl Highnets has commanded the Communities in the 
Neighbourhood of that Place to fend in Workmen thi- 
ther, that thofe Fortifications may be fpeedily finifh'd. 

Letters from Switzerland of the 3d of this Month tell 
us, tbat Monfieur Arnauld, a Man famous among the 
Vaudois, was come into that Country from Germany 
with 500 of his Counteymen, whom he is leading to 
Picmont, to ferve the Duke of Savoy.

N mes, March 16. e@pfirm’d that the white Ca-

From the Frontiers of Savoy, March 25. We have recei-. 
ved by feveral Letters the following Relation of an A@ti- 
on that has pafs’d in the Cevennes. 

The rsth .of this Month, the Marfhal de Montrevel 
being inform’d that there were s00 Camifars in the 
Wood of Vefenobre near Alais, immediately detach’d a 
Battallion of Marines, with the Regiment of Dumas, 
and 300 Men of the Militia. The Battallion of Marines 
engag’d firft, the Camifars defended themfelves very vi- 
goroully, retreating as they fought, The Regiment of 

umas andthe Militia follow’d them clofe. But the Ca- 
mifars retiring ftil], at length drew the King’s Troops 
pretty far into the Wood, where 1400 of titeir Compa- 
nions Jay in Ambufh upon the Ground on their Bellies, 
who rifing up furrounded the Royalifts, and charg’d 
them fo warmly, that very few of them efcap'd. The 
Rattallion of Marines was almoft wholly cut off with 
their Officers ; and as the Fight grew to an End and the 


King’s Forces fell into diforder, 100 of the “i went 


over to the Camifars. Monfieur de Jonquigg ho 
commanded this Detachment. made his Efcape the 
Camifars, fwum the Gardon, and with great dificul 
got to Nimes. The reft fav’d themfelves as they coul 
and return’d to'Alais. *Tis computed this A&tion coft 
them roco Men, tho’ they own the Lofs of but 300. 
Bafil, March go. This day we receiy’d the follow- 
ing Account ‘of the Action that pafs'd lately in the 
Sevennes. 4 
The Camifars having made fuch a Difpofition of 
their Fortes about Vefenobres, that at a Signal they 
could draw together a Body of between 1500 ard 
2000 Men, caus’d 500 to thew themfelves, and in- 
ftructed a Peafant, one of their Adheren:s; to give 
Advice’ of it to the Town of Alais. On which Advice 
it was thought good ro fend out 2 Regiments to en- 
deavour ro hem them in and.cut them off, who being 
accordingly advane’d to them began to acrack them. 
But the Camifars defended themfelves «fo well, thar 
without feeming ro give back with Defign, they re. 
treated ordefly fighting, and gave time.to their Com- 
-patiions that lay behind in Parties to extend them- 
felves along theit Enemies Wings. Thus the King’s 


Troops came to be environ’d and charg’d on all Sides, 
which put them into a great Confternation, and the 
Camifars eafily made aterrib!e Slaughter amongihem 
kitling 1200, the reft fav'd themfelves as they could. 
A great many Officers were kill’'d. And, what was 
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very advantagious to the Camifars, befides the Victo- 
ry, thefe Troops’ were juft new cloath’d, fo thar they 
have furnithed themfelves with a good number of Arms 
Cloaths. 
From the dated April Il. 
Paris, April 4. The Marhhal de Villars has order’d 
his Equipage, part of which was gone to Rheims, to 
go by the way of Dijon and Lions to Languedoc ; 
whither he is going to take upon him the Command 
of the King’s Troops in the room of the Marshal de 
Montrevel, who is to go into, Guienne, where the 
People feem difpos'd to take Arms againft the Go- 
vernment. "Tis faid the King difapproves the Con- 
duct of the Marthal de Montrevel towards the Ca- 


mifars, whom the Court now thinks of reducing by _ 


gentle Methods, and the Marfhal de Villars is to offer 
them a general Pardo re he enters upon Action ; 
bur the Advices from Sime give no grounds to hope 
fuch an Offer will be haiffy accepted, efpecially fince 
the Action thar lately pafs’d not far from Alais, when 
6 Companies of Marines were furrounded, near the 
Village of Vetenobres, by 4 great number of Cami- 


{ars of the Body commanded by\Cavalier,who route 
the Marines and burnt the Village. ri ll 


Lisbon, Ma@ch 23. N.S. On the 13th inftant Ad- 
miral Leake with the Tranfport Ships under his Con- 
voy having the remainder of the Forces on board, ar- 
riv’d fafe in t8eRiver.

About 3 or 4 days agoa 
Spanith Ship richly laden from the Weft-Indies, was 
fore’d’afhore by a Dutch Privateer that was in chace 
of her near Faro, and was taken poffeifion of by the 
Portugueze, who are bringing the Effects athore, 
which are valued at about 8 or 9 Millions of Pieces

Lisbon, March 24. 

The yen Her Majefty’s Ships the Exeter and Tartar 
came into this place from Conftantinople and Smyrna. 
The gth Rear Admiral Dilks with the Suffolk, Pan- 
ther and Lark, was detach’d by Sir George Rooke 
(upon Advice from a Durch Privateer) in fearch of 
fome Spanifh Ships, which that Evening he got fight 


of, and the Kent,Bedford and Antelope,being order’d _ 


to follow him, the 12th he came up with and took 
the {aid Ships, being 2 Galleons call’d the Porta Celi 
and Sancta Terefa of 60 Guns each, the other a Mer- 
chant-man of 24 Guns call’d the St.Nicholas,all from 
St. Sebaftians laden with Bombs, Guns,Iron Bars,&c. 
bound for Cadiz, from whence they were to be fitted 
out and fent to the Weft-Indies ; the Commadore’s 
Name is Don Diego Biuena, who had a Commiffion 
to command all theSquadron defign’d for thofe Parts. 
The 19th, The Mountague took a Spanith Ship of 70 
Tons sunder Cape Spartell laden with) Horfe-thoes, 
Nails and Rozen, coming from Sr. Sebaftian’s. The 
24th Rear Admiral Dilks came in fight of the Rock 
of Lisbon, when Pilets came off, buc the St. Terefa 
Prize was uohappily loft upon the Catchups,but-moft 
of the Men faved, and the Lieurenant.of the Suffolk 
who commanded ‘er. The King of Spain is in perfect 
Health, the Queen Dowager is not dead as reported, 
bur much amended of her Indifpofirion, :
